California Cited to Show 
What May Be Accomplish- 
ed by Counties Acting To- 
gether—W. Tom Winn Is 
Chosen President.

The passage of a law which will 
enable counties of the state to issue 
Joint bonds for the construction of in- 
ter-county highways as one of the first 
objects for which the Georgia State 
Automobile association should work, 
was the suggestion of Judge T. E. Pat- 
terson, chairman of the ‘state highway 
commission, in a speech at the or- 
Banization meeting of the association 
Tuesday night at the Ansley hotel. 

This is a new idea of co-operation in 
road building, and Judge Patterson de- 
clared that he believed the passage of 
such a law would pretty nearly solve 
the good roads problem in Georgia 
Though the association took no action 
upon the suggestion last night and 
likely will take none until the mem- 
bership is made thoroughly state-wide 
and of sufficient numbers for their 
wentiment to be of real significance, 
the idea was enthusiastically received. 

At the meeting W. Tom Winn, of 
Atlanta, ex-chairman of the Fulton 
county board of commissioners, was 
elected president of the association. 
The following vice presidents were 
elected: St. Elmo Massengale, of At- 
lanta: John M. Graham, of Rome; J. 
R. Smith, of Atlanta; George D. Mc- 
Cutcheon, of Atlanta, and Isadore 
Gelders, of Fitzgerald. Other officers, 
directors and committee chairmen were 
also named, 

The organization perfected Tuesday 
night is in the nature of a skeleton 
organization to be added to in the 
way of vice presidents, directors and 
committeemen from all parts of the 
state as the membership grows. 

A charter was adopted, and will be 
advertised for application to the secre- 
tary of state immediately. 

The meeting was attended by about 
76 members, largely from Atlanta, and 
was most enthusiastic. 

The organization will devote its at- 
tention at once to a campaign to in- 
crease its membership so as to bring 
it up‘to a point where it will be rep- 
resentative of the entire state and 
will have strength enough to accom- 
plish genuinely constructive work. The 
immediate aim is to obtain 10,000 mem- 
bers. 

Aims of Organization. 

The association is formed of auto- 
mobile owners and has as its primary 
objects the promotion of good roads, 
service to motorists and the general 
betterment of conditions for public 
road transportation. 

The organization was greeted by 
Judge Patterson and other speakers 
as potential of the greatest construc- 
tive work of any organization that 
has been formed in the state of Geor- 
gia in years. Georgia is one of the 
few ‘states without an automobile as- 
sociation, but, now that the associa- 
tion is organized, it is planned to make 
of it for Georgia all that the auto- 
mobile association of California has 
been for that state. An idea of what 
this means may be gathered from the 
statement at the meeting by H. P. 
Hermance, who has recently located 
in Atlanta from California, who said 
that the California association was 
more largely‘ instrumental than any 
other one factor in the expenditure, 
within a period of two years in Cali- 
fornia, of the sum of $18,000,000 on 
state highways. “This money,” he 
gaid, “has brought better returns than 
any money that California ever spent.” 

Judge Patterson made the principal 
address of the meeting. 

To Mark Highways. 

Discussing the immediate matters of 
importance to which such an organiza- 
tion as the Georgia State Automobile 
association might devote its attention 
profitably, he named two: 

First. To secure the passage of an 
act which will allow counties to is- 
sure joint bonds for inter-county road 
construction. 

Second. To see to it that every road 
in Georgia is properly and adequately 


placarded with direction sign posts. 
“The quickest and most effective 
work which this organization can do, 
according to my view of the road sit- 
uation in this state,’ said Judge Pat- 
terson, “is to secure the passage of an 
act by the general assembly which 
will permit counties to issue joint- 
bonds to finance the construction of 
continuous intercounty highways. 
“The greatest handicap which the 
state of Georgia experiences in the con- 
struction of roads today is the ‘fact 
that there is no provision whereby 
counties can properly co-operate in the 
construction of continuous highways 
and whereby the cost of the construe- 
tion of such highways may be equita- 
bly prorated among the several coun- 
ties through which such highways 
would run, so that each county would 
bear its proper proportion of the cost 
according to its ability to pay, the num- 
ber of miles to be constructed, and the 
amount of benefit it would receive from 
= construction of a permanent high- 
a 


“The constitution of Georgia prohib- 
its the state appropriating money for 
internal improvements, and for this 
reason the state cannot aid directly in 
the construction of state highways. To 
eliminate the obstacle would require a 
constitution&l amendment. Whether or 
not such an amendment could be se- 
cured just now is doubtful. 

“I believe, however, that a statute 
enacted by the general assembly au- 
thorizing such counties as mignt desire 
eo to do to enter into a co-operative

Tomorrow it is planned to 
transfer them to the naval jail and set 
them to work on the rock pile and at 
cleaning up yards and buildings. Bros- 
ky will remain aboard the Southey as a 
“detentioner,” the name applied to men 
held there on short sentences for mis- 
demeanors. 


INSURANCE COSTS 
STATE $76,048.00 


New Schedule Effective on 
January 6 on Property Val- 


ued at $2,636,000—Highest 
Sum Ever Paid. 


Althéugh the governor's office has 
not yet given out for publication the 
details of the new insurance schedule 
for the state’s property, which went 
into effect January 6 for a term of 5 
years, it was learned from other 
sources Tuesday that the total value 
for which the state’s property was in- 
sured amounts to $2,636,000. 

The contract is made for a term of 
five years, expiring January 6, 1922, the 
average rate being 2.885 per cent. At 
this rate, the payment by the state 
amounts to $76,048.60. 

Included in the schedule is the state 
capitol building, which had not until 
last March been insured. The total 
amount of property insured and the 
payment made is the largest ever made 
in the history of the state. 

This has been distributed between 
about 80 or 90 companies over the 
State.

ALLIES PLANNING

General Nivelle and Field 
Marshal Haig Have Been 
in London Conferring With 
the British War Council. 


FIGHTING IN PROGRESS 
IN RUMANIAN THEATER 


Russo-Rumanians Are De- 
: livering Heavy Counter At- 
tacks—Comparative Quiet 
Is Reported on the Other 
Fronts. 


New York, January 16.—(By Associ- 
ated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—There is a possibility that 
another big offensive by the entente 
allies in Belgium and France is in con- 
templation. A two days’ conference 
has been held in London between Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George and his war coun- 
cil and the British and French com- 
manders in chief. While nothing has 
been made public concerning the con- 
ference from official sources, except 
that it is described as “important,” 
an unofficial dispatch asserts that it 
differed from the conference recently 
held in Rome in that military instead 
of diplomatic questions took prece- 
dence. 

Aside from Rumania, quiet continues 
to prevail on all the other fighting 
fronts, where there have been only 
bombardments and operations by small 
detachments. No mention is made by 
either Berlin or Petrograd of the bat- 
tle begun last week in the Riga re- 
gion and which for several days had 
seemed to be decreasing in intensity. 
Berlin reports engagements south of 
Smorgon, which lies between Vilna and 
Minsk. 

Hard fighting continues in the re- 
gion of Vadeni, southwest of Galatz, 
in the Rumanian theater. The Rus- 
Sian's on both sides of Fundeni suf- 
fered heavy casualties in two attacks 
delivered against the German line, ac- 
cording to Berlin. In one of the at- 
tacks, Russian detachments’ entered 
German trenches, but later were ex- 
pelled. Another Russian attack was 
delivered against the Teutonic allies 
between the Kasino and Suchitza val- 
leys. It also wa’s repulsed, the Teu- 
tons taking 200 men _ prisoner. 


SIGNS OF ACTIVITY

VON FALKENHAYN 
REPORTED IN GREECE. 


London, January 16.—That General 
von Falkenhayn, former German chief 
of staff, and not General Baron von 
Falkenhaysen, is On a mission to 
Greece, is affirmed by the British ac- 
credited correspondent at Saloniki, who 
cites information received in French 
official quarters there to the effect 
that Von Falkenhayn is at Elassona, 
twenty-two miles northwest of Larissa. 

The dispatch, which is dated Janu- 
ary 138, adds that the Greek troops 
which the Greek government promised 
to withdraw into Peloponnesu'ss, are 
moving not toward Peloponnes, but 
northward, violating the neutral zone 


‘where French and British detachments 


have for some time been keeping the 
peace between royalist and Venizelist 
troops, 

General von Falkenhayn is supposed 
to have arrived in Greece by subma- 
rine, but the correspondent remarks 
that it would have been possible for 
him to cross the entente allied lines in 
an airplane “and in any case the ob- 
ject of a visit which was attended with 
so much danger cannot be mistaken.” 
“Bor the last six weeks,” the cor- 
respondent adds, “the royalist govern- 
ment has been playing for time, using 
every pretext to avoid displacing the 
mobilized forces behind us. The ar- 
rival of Von Falkenhayn makes it seem 
that the Greek plans for combined ac- 
tion are now mature.” 


Paris, January 16.—A Havas dispatch 
from Saloniki, dated January 13, says 
the Greek government has constructed 
hastily a wireless station at Larissa 
and is in constant communication in 
code with Berlin. The entente minis- 
ters are still in the harbor at Kerat- 
sini, near Athens. 


RUSSIAN WAVES 
WERE SHATTERED

HARRIS CONSIDERS 
EXTRA SESSION CAL 


President Ogden Persons, 
of the State Senate, Pre- 
sents Six Reasons Why He’ 
Thinks “Bone Dry” Action 
Needed. , 


Governor Harris Tuesday had under 
consideration the, guggestion made to 
him Monday night Hy President Ogden 
Persons, of the state senate, that the 
governor call the general assembly into 
extraordinary session for the purpose 
of passing new prohibition legislation 
which would male the state of Geor- 
gia “bone dry.” | 

The governor has not yet decided 
whether or not he will call such an 
extra session, but admits that the sit- 
uation presents “an intensely interest- 
ing question,” and that he is studying 
it from all angle An important ques- 
tion is whether such legislation can 
qualify as “‘emergency.” 

In addition to the urgings of Sena- 
tor Persons that an extraordinary ses- 
sion be called, there have come to the 
governor a number of other views upon 
the subject from people in all parts of 
the state. Particularly is this true 
since it became known that the presi- 
dent of the senate has seriously urged 
upon the governor the advisability of 
calling an extra _ session. Governor 
Harris stated that among the sugges- 
tions that had been made to him there 
was both support for and opposition 
to calling an extra session. 

The situation Tuesday was without 
a new feature, further than that Judge 
H. W. Hopkins, representative from 
Thomas county, who was floor leader 
of the prohibition wing in the house 
when the present prohibition laws were 
passed, has expressed himself as op- 
posed to the extra session idea. He 
states, however, that he favors abso- 
lute prohibition, but that he considers 
an extra session unnecessary for this.« 
purpose. 

Senator Persons, in urging an extra 
session upon the governor, gave as 
reason's the fact that the recent de- 
cision of the supreme court upholding 
the Webb-Kenyon lawclearly givesa 
legislature absolute power in enacting 
prohibition laws; that the present gen- 
eral assembly has been tried out on the 
prohibition question and is known to 
be a “dry” legislature; that Georgia 
is annually spending $7,000,000 for liq- 
uor, 90 per cent of which is being 
bought by negroes; that a decrease in 
liquor consumption will curtail crime; 
and that a special session would cost 
but $20,000, a small sum when com- 


pared with the amount saved to the >throughout the world. 


state. Senator Persons also called at- 
tention to the fact that Governor-elect 
Dorsey had stated in his campaign 
speeches that he would not favor any 
change in the present law except at 
the expressed will of the people, and 
that this might result in the governor 
vetoing any change in the law passed 
by the next legislature, 


HARRIS WITHOUT AUTHORITY 
IN CASE, DECLARES HALL 

Macon, Ga., January 16.—(Special.)-—— 
Joe Hill Hall, one of tne representa- 
tives-elect from Bibb county, gave out 
a statement here today in which he de- 
clares Governor Nat Harris has no au- 
thority to call the legislature into ex- 
tra session 40 pass a “bone-dry’” law 
for Georgia, declaring that it is only 
the intent of the act that the governor 
shall have the power to convene the 
general assembly On extraordinary oc- 
casions, or when some real emergency 
exists, such as the situation ghat might 
arise in the event of the death of a 
governor. 

“Tne statement that Mr. Persons, the 
president of the senate, had deciared 
he favored the calling of an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature for the purpose 
of amending the prohibition taw to 
prohibit the shipment of liquor into the 
state, and that the governor was se- 
riously considering convening the leg- 
islature in extra session for that pur- 
pose, was a great surprise xo me,” said 
Mr. Hall. 

“It is impossible for me to conceive 
that either the president of the senate 
or the governor could entertain for an 
instant the idea that it was in the pow- 
er of the governor to call an extraor- 
dinary session of the general assembly’ 
for this purpose. The governor is giv- 
en the power to convoke the general 
assembly on extraordinary occasions. 
It will be observed that no power 
is conferred on him to call the leg- 
islature together in extra session, but 
only on extraordinary occasions. No 
construction can be given then but that 
for the governor to exercise this power 
there must be an emergency that de- 
mands it. Therefore, if the governor 
should convoke .the legislature in ex- 
traordinary session for the purpose in- 
dicated the action would be illegal. 

Mr. Hall cikes instances where ex- 
traordinary sessions have been called 
heretofore, but shows that there was an | 
actual emergency existing. ¢ 


ADMIRAL DEWEY 
GOES TO BEYOND 


Hero of Manila Bay and 
Ranking Naval Officer of 
the World Dies at His 
Home in Washington. 


Washington, January 16.—Admiral 
Dewey, the nation’s Spanish war hero 
and by priority of grade the ranking 
naval officer of the world, died at his 
home here tonight in his eightieth 
year. He had not been conscious since 
yesterday, when he lapsed into coma, 
still believing that in a few days he 
would be back at his desk in the navy 
department. 

A general breakdown accompanied 
by arterio sclerosis incident to old age 
wus the cause of his death. The dis- 
ease had been gradually spreading its 
hold upon the powerful body for a 
year and a half, but the admiral, proud 
of his physical vigor, had fought, it 
off and even kept its existence a secret 
from most of his intimate friends. 
Last Wednesday he was at his office 
apparently hale and hearty. The next 
day he collapsed as he was preparing 
to leave the house, and the beginning 
of the end was at hand. 

Mrs. Dewey and the admiral’s only 
son, George, were at the bedside to- 
night. They had known since yester- 
day there was no hope. 

The admiral: died at 65:56 o’clock. 
President Wilson and Secretary Dan- 
iels were notified at once, and the 
news was flashed by wireless to Amer- 
ican naval vessels and stations all 
Over the world. The message carried 
orders that all flags be half-masted. 

The president will confer tomorrow 
with Secretary Daniels and Rear Ad- 
miral Badger and arrange for the fu- 
neral, which probably will take place 
Saturday. Burial will be at Arlington 
National cemetery, on the Virginia 
shore of the Potomac river, where many 
of Admiral Dewey’s former comrades 
have been laid to rest. 

62 Years of Active Service. 

Only two other men—Farragut and 
Porter—have held the rank of the 
Admiral of the American Navy, and 
Since civil war days no military figure 
has held such a place as Dewey in the 
affection and admiration of the Ameri- 
can people. His death ended 62 years 
of active service. His baptism of fire 
came in the civil war, through which 
he served with distinction. Promotion 
followed promotion during the years 
following, and he was a commodore 
commanding the Asiatic fleet when the 
orders “capture or destroy the ene- 
my’s fleet” gave him the first news 
of hostilities with Spain and sent him 
into Manila bay for the feat that won 
undying fame and had-far reaching 
effect upon the position of the United 
States as a world power. 

Immediately Dewey was advanced to 
rear admiral, and then congress by 
special act made him admiral of the 
navy, a grade that died with him. 
Since 1900 he had been on duty at the 
navy department as president of the 
general board, constantly Ma touch with 
all activities of the navy, advisor of 
secretaries and a mighty champion of 
a greater fleet. Year after year the 
general board urged the building of 
more ships than congress would agree 
to, until at the last session a great 
building program based upon its rec- 
ommendations finally was adopted. 

It was because of the admiral’s keen 
aversion to any suggestion that his 
health and strength were failing that 
the navy physicians attending him 
agreed with the family to make no an- 
nouncement of his condition after the 
attack Thursday. It was given out 
that the admiral had a cold, and until 
Sunday evening the doctors hoped that 
he might master the disease. Yester- 
day his condition had become so se- 
rious that the facts no longer could be 
withheld. 

Wilson Expresses Grief. 

When news of the admiral’s death 
was received at the white house, Pres- 
ident Wilson authorized the following 
statement: 

“In expressing his grief at the death 
of Admiral Dewey, the president said 
the whole nation will mourn the loss 
of its most distinguished naval officer, 
a man who has been as faithful, as in- 
telligent and as successful in the per- 
formance of his responsible duties in 
time of peace as he was gallant and 
successful in time of war. It is just 
such men that gives the service dis- 
tinction and the nation just pride in 
those who serve it.” 

Secretary Daniels paid this tribue: 

“Up to the very last, Admiral Dewey 
kept in touch with every movement 
of progress not only in our navy, but 
On Wednesday 
afternoon last, just before I left the 
department, he paid me a call and 
looked hale and hearty. I thought 
he would be spared to us for many 
years. His death is an irreparable 
loss to our country, but the American 
people will ever cherish his memory. 

“His counsel has meant more to me 
than words can express. His advice 
to me since I have been secretary of 
the navy was more like that of a father 
to a son than of a high ranking navy 
officer to a government official.” 

Paralytic Stroke 18 Months Ago. 

Despite the aged officer’s youthful 
appearance, it became known during 
the past few days that the first evi- 
dence of a weakening of his splendid 
constitution came about eighteen 
months ago when he suffered a slight 
paralytic stroke. At that time the 
physician who was called to the house 
found him sitting in his easy chair in 
some distress, and showing a slight 
thickness of speech and dilated pupils, 
which were at once diagnosed as symp- 
toms of paralysis. 

The attack yielded to treatment, but 
it was deemed unwise to permit the 
admiral to make his usual summer visit 
to the New England coast. Secretary 
Daniels placed the naval yacht May- 
flower at the admiral’s disposal, and 
he returned to Washington after a 
cruise up the coast and a stay at a 
seashore resort apparently in his usu- 
al health.

Final- 
ly, when he saw the harmony plan 
proposed by this committee, he declared 
that it had been dictated by James A, 
Hemenway, of Indiana, whom he call- 
ed one of the “old guard.” Mr. Per- 
kins added that he regarded the reso- 
lutions “merely as a scrap of paper.” 

Mr. Perkins’ statement denounced 
the action of the executive committee 
yesterday for electing a vice chairman, 
arranging to have permanent headquar- 
ters in Washington, filling tne vacan- 
cy for the District of Columbia on the 
national committee and appointing a 
committee of three to pass on all mat- 
ters of publicity, finance and expenses. 

Exception to the election of a vice 
chairman was based on the fact: that 
“hitherto the vice chairman has always 
been appointed by tne chairman.” The 
precedent was broken, the statement 
says, “to keep the control of the ma- 
chinery of the republican party in the 
hands of their own little coterie.” 

Election Was Forced. 

“The election of a vice chairman was 
accomplished after four members of the 
committee, Messrs. Hert of Kentucky, 
Howell of Nebraska, Parsons of New 
York and Chairman Willcox had pro- 
tested,” the statement continues, “and 
after a motion by these gentlemen to 
refer the selection of a vice chairman 
to the national committee itself had 
been voted down. The election of a 
vice chairman by the executive com- 
mittee is without precedent.” 

By “forcing the appointment to an 
issue over the protest of the chair- 
man,” and by “the refusal to allow the 
national committee itself to pass on the 
appointment,“ the statement declares, 
“these men took no chances.” 

“They proposed ‘tv see,” it contin- 
ues, “that a vice chairman of their 
own selection was installed. ... They 
performed every act they could think of 
to button up as tightly as possible in 
the hands of their own little clique the 
entire organization of the party.

Washington, January 16.—Sovereign- 
ty over the Danish est Indies, after 
half a century of negotiations, will pass 
tomorrow to the nited States, with 
the exchange of ratifications of the 
purchase treaty by Secretary Lansing 
and Danish Minister Brun. The actual 
physical transfer, with the raising of 
the American flag will take place upon 
payment of the $25,000,000 purchase 
price, which congress will provide in a 
few weeks.

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The Farm Loan Act 


How Loans Are Designed to Be 
Helpful to the Borrower. 
By Frank R. Wilson 


Federal Farm Loan Bureau, 
Washington, D. C. 


te ARTICLE IIL. 


It has always been recognized that. the 
most effective aid one can get is that which 
enable@ him to help himself. 

Some critics of the federal farm loan act 
have charged that this act makes it too 
easy for farmers to get into debt, and that 
there will be a tendency to over-borrow. 

A careful reading of the bill will show 
that this objection is met by very carefully 
limiting the use to which the borrowed 
money may be put and by the requirement 
that farmers gradually each year must re- 
duce their indebtedness. 

The farm loan act was designed to be 
helpful to the farmer of average operations 
who has heretofore been denied adequate 
credit. It wisely limits the loans to 50 per 
cent of the appraised value of the security, 
because this limitation makes the security 
of a high character, thus satisfying the in- 
vestor, and therefore results in a lower rate 
of interest. 

Use of Money Limited. 

The use of the money is carefully limited 
to the purchase of land, to pay off existing 
indebtedness, to purchase live stock, or to 
make any productive improvement such as 
fencing, drainage, buildings and machinery. 

When money can be borrowed cheaply for 
productive use, a mortgage becomes an in- 
vestment rather than a handicap. The farmer 
is enabled to get money to put his land to 
better use, so that the profits of his investment 
will pay off his indebtedness. Hereafter 
judicious borrowing on the part of the 
farmer will be regarded as business enter- 
prise, just as it is now considered beneficial 
for large commercial institutions to borrow. 

The farm loan act creates a form of in- 
debtedness which peculiarly fits the farmers’ 
needs. It recognizes that the farming Dusi- 
ness is one of slow returns. 

So, it provides that a mortgage made 
under the act shall be paid on the amortiza- 
tion or installment plan through a long or 
Short period of years. The mortgages may 
be made to run from five to forty years, at 
the option of the borrower, and they must 
be paid off, interest and principal, in equal 
installments through the period of the loans. 
Permission is given to pay all of the loan or 
any part of it on any interest-paying date 
after it has run five years. 

Payments Required. 

To give the prospective borrower an exact 
idea of the size of the payments required 
annually to wipe out a mortgage in a given 
period, amortization tables have been pre- 
pared. The following table shows the amount 
of annual payments required to extinguish, 
in the period indicated, a thousand-dollar 
loan bearing interest at 5, 5% and 6 per 
cent:

that he must put his borrowed money to pro- 
ductive uses, and furnishes the machinery to 
get him out of debt in an honorable and 
businesslike way. The farm loan act helps 
the farmer by placing within his grasp the 
means to help himself. It makes for busi- 


ness initiative and independence.

GEORGIA IS SELECTED 
AS EXPERIMENT FIELD 
\/ FOR WEEVIL WORK 


Georgia is to become the field for all ex- 
perimental work in connection with boll 
weevil control east of the Mississippi river. 

This announcement is made following the 
conclusion of arrangements with the United 
States bureau of entomology at Washington, 
under which that bureau will co-operate 
with the state board of entomology of 
Georgia. 

These co-operative experiments will be 
conducted chiefly at Valdosta, where the 
Georgia board now maintains one of its fore- 
most stations.

Already there have been developed several 
methods for the control of the boll weevil 
which look most promising, and it is antici- 
pated that these will be worked out satis- 
factorily during the cotton season of 1917, 
savs State Entomologist E. Lee Worsham.

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|BANKHEAD HIGHWAY MEETING TO DISCUSS 


EXTENSION OF ROUTE TO PACIFIC. COAST 


Plans for a convention in Atlanta within 
the next sixty days to perfect the organiza- 
tion of the Bankhead highway with the view 
of making it a trans-continental roadway 
running from Washington to Los Angeles, 
through Richmond, Atlanta, Birmingham, 
Memphis and then the western states until it 
reaches its terminus at Los Angeles, are now 
under the consideration of the officials of 
that organization, according to information 
given out yesterday by Secretary Fred 
Houser, of the Atlanta Convention bureau. 

The highway was originally planned con- 
necting the three cities, Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Memphis, but interest in its comple- 
tion and organizations for this purpose have 
become so active that the officials of the 
association have received assurances of co- 
operation in the work of extending the high- 
Way until] it reaches from the eastern to the 
western coasts of America. 

I’resident T. S. Plowman, of the Bankhead 
Highway association, in a letter to Frederic 
J. Paxon, president of the Atlanta Conven- 
tion bureau, stated that so insistent had the 
demands for extension become that he felt 
sure the added work would meet with the 
Success it well merits. 

The information regarding the plans for 
the larger extension of the roadway came 
with the announcement of a two-day conven- 


tion in Atlanta, February 9-10, for the per- 


fecting of the Georgia branch of the highway 
organization. During these two days, offi- 
Clals and representatives of the various coun- 
ties through which the highway will pass 
in this state will meet here, the guests of 
the Atlanta Convention bureau. At this time 
the Georgia branch will be completely or- 
ganized, this meeting to consume the after- 
noon of February 9. The next day, Febru- 
ary 10, with the officials of the evarious or- 
ganizations present, the trans-continenta! 
phase of the work will be taken up. 
Officials to Attend.

Paxon, of the Atlanta Convention bureau. 

There are also plans on foot for the call- 
ing of a meeting of the representatives of 
western states through which the highway 
will pass on its route to Los Angeles to 
perfect an organization looking to the in- 
terests of that section. Memphis was chosen 
for this meeting because of that city’s loca- 
tion. The exact time for the meeting has 
not been announced, but will probably be 
decided by President Plowman when he holds 
the meeting in Atlanta, February 9-10. 

The specific date is chosen here because of 
the fact that during that time the South- 
eastern Land show will be in progress in 
Atlanta and special railroad rates will be 
in force. 
~ “We expect to use February 9 in perfect- 
ing our Georgia branch of the association,” 
declared Mr. Houser. “But the 10th will 
probably be given over to a called meeting 
of all officials in order to consider the pro- 
posed trans-continental route. Then, later, 
an additional convention will pe held here 
at which definite plans will be discussed and 
definite arrangements made for the extension 
of the highway.”

I would be pleased to have the Indiana 
man’s name, and if you can furnish it I will 
take pleasure in writing him and give him 
my experience for the past eleven years of 
living with the best people on earth in the 
best part of the United States it has been my 
pleasure to see.

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RAILROAD MEN AND 
_ CHAMBER COMMITTEE 
DISCUSS ARMY CAMP 


Plans to be followed in Atlanta's fight 
for the establishment here of an army post 
capable of caring for 20,000 men took more 
definite form Tuesday afternoon following 
the meeting of the committee appointed by 
President Ivan E. Allen, of the chamber of 
commerce, following the suggestion of Gen- 
eral Leonard A. Wood. 

Together with the committee, representa- 
tives of three railroads, the Southern, the 
A., B. & A., and the Seaboard, were present, 
taking part in the discussion of ways and 
means for securing the post. 

According to Secretary Cooper, of the 
chamber, the government requires a tract of 
land in one piece, containing from 800 to 
1,500 acres, accessible to the city. This is 
to be not more than ten miles from the heart 
of Atlanta and must be rolling, sandy land, 
accessible to at least two railroads, and situ- 
ated, if possible, in reasonable distance of 
trolley lines. 
some water supply from which the camp can 
obtain proper water facilities. 

To bring submissions of tract of land to 
a concise basis, the chamber has prepared 
and now has on hand, blank forms which are 
to be filled out and returned. One thing spe- 
cifically is required: that the tender of the 
land for government purposes must be ac- 
companied by a legal six months’ option. 
Verbal offers, nor offers made through other 
channels will not be considered, it is said. 

“And there is one more stipulation—prob- 
ably among the most important to be con- 
sidered,” declared the secretary. “The prices 
asked for the land must be reasonable. The 
government is not going to pay an exorbi- 
tant price for any tract, and they know land 
values.” 

The reason for calling into consultation 
representatives of the railroads is the interest 
they have in securing the camp for their 
territory, as many thousan4s of dollars worth 
of freight and passenger traffic hinges on it. 
Besides, the railroads in other cases have 
made cash offers to apply on the payment 
for the land, and it is rather expected that 
once a logical tract is located, the railroads 
will make an offer to bear part of the pur- 
chase price. 

It is also suggested to those who offer 
lands for the site that accessibility to sew- 
erage connections will be taken into consid- 
eration, 


PLAN TO INCREASE 
DUTIES OF CLERK 
OF POLICE COURT 


If a plan that is now under way is carried 
out the new clerk to be elected for the re- 
corder’s court will not have a very soft job. 

In the first place, the salary has been cut 
from $125 to $100 a month. The police de- 
partment made demand on the finance com- 
mittee of council for an extra clerk in the 
detective department because much of the 
time of the present clerk was taken up in 
making stenographic reports of police court 
cases. It is now proposed to let the record- 
er’s clerk work in the detective office when 
not working for the recorder, and in this 
way offset work done in the court by the 
detective clerk. 

This would require the entire time of the 
new clerk at the police station. By both 
clerks combining the work it can be done, it 
is said, very satisfactorily. 

There are now eleven candidates for the 
position of clerk in the recorder’s court, but 
some of them may drop out when they 
learn that not only has the salary been 
Sreatly reduced, but the work almost 
doubled.

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SURBER IS ON TRIAL 
IN “MOONSHINE” CASE 


Fort Smith, Ark., January 16.—Con- 
spiracy against the United States was 
admitted today by attorneys for James 
H. Surber, of Atlanta, Ga., charged with 
defrauding the federal government 
through illegal operation of liquor 
revenuedg, but they denied their client’s 
connection with the conspiracy. The 
sessions of the United States district 
court before Judge Krank Youmans

The motion to have 
the letter excluded from the record 
was sustained for the defense.

UNION WAGE SCALE 


~ FOR BALL PLAYERS

Ban Johnson Says if Play- 
ers Join Labor Federation 
High Salaries Will Go. 
Wages to Be Standardized. 


New York, January 16.—T»e appli- 
cation of the Baseball Fraternity fora 
charter from the American Federation 
of Labor is the chief topic of interest 
in baseball circles here today. Leaders 
of the big leagues, who are attending 
a meeting of the schedule committee, 
asserted that they were not disturbed 
by threats of a players’ stride, but were 
cautious about discussing the labor 
union phase of the situation. 

President Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, said he had no 
doubt that the fraternity would be aid- 
mitted to membership. He said that 
he favored a strike by the ball play- 
ers if necessary to gain their demanas. 
The admission, it is said, probably will 
be granted at the meeting of the ex- 
ecutive council of the federation to be 
held at Washington on Saturday. This 
is the first time in the history of 
baseball that the piayers have joined 
hands with union labor. 

Affiliation of the Baseball layers 
Fraternity with the American ledera- 
tion of Labor would end the present 
salary system in professivnal baseball 
by which the best players now receive 
thousands of dollars for their work, im 
the opinion of President ban Jonnson, 
of the American league, who discussed 
here today the plan to unionize ball 
players. 

Union Seale, Says Johnson, 


He asserted the change would mean 
that a union scale of wages would be 
paid both to the star and the average 
player in accordance with the amount 
of money his position cailed for. He 
doubted if the stars of the game would 
make such an agreement. 

President Johnson recalled that in 
the old National league wayes were 
standardized when owners tound it dif- 
ficult to pay the large salaries some 
players received years ago, and he cited 
the case of McPhee, the famous second 
baseman, who, he said, had to be satis- 
fied with the same pay that piayers of 
inferior skill received. 

Under the plan at that time, Presi- 
dent Johnson declared, outfielders re- 
ceived a certain sum and infielders, it 
was agreed, were to receive another 
amount, President Johnson said he 
was unwilling to believe that present- 
day ball players, drawing large sal- 
aries, would be content to equalize 
their earning abilities with piayers 
who just manage to hang on to the 
major leagues. 

President Johnson said he hoped 
Samuel Gompers would first consult 
with his associates before taking up 
the proposal seriously, adding that the 
American league has never been an- 
tagonistic to the American Federation 
of Labor. 

February 20 Fixed for Strike. 

David L. Fultz, president of the Base- 
ball Players’ fraternity, today set Feb- 
ruaryv 20 as the date the players’ strike 
is likely to become effective. ie 

“Tf the tangle is not straightened, 
Fultz said, ‘not one of the’ eighteen 
leading players of the Chicago Nation- 
als will move’towards the spring 
training camp. 

“Not only did six or seven hundred 
players sign pledges last season not to 
sign until instructed to do so, but ail 
have renewed their pledge during the 
past few weeks,” Fultz declared. He 
added that the decision to join the 
American Federation of Labor came 
after reports from President Johnson, 
of the American league, that the fra- 
ternity must be crushed and that play- 
ers active in it must give up their or- 
der or get out of the league. 

Fultz said players in leagues not pro- 
tected by the fraternity had been ad- 
vised to sign their contracts. 

Statement by Herrmann. 

Cincinnati, January 16.—Chairman 
Herrmann, of the national commission, 
today issued his first statement rela- 
tive to the proposed affiliation of the 
Baseball Players’ fraternity with the 
American Federation of Labor. Mr. 
Herrmann said: : 

“I firmly believe that Samuel Gomp- 
ers is fair minded. and believes in 
the principles of equity_and fair deal- 
ing. For this reason I do not think 
Mr. Gompers when he understands the 
ins and outs of the present baseball 
situation will lend his aid to David 
rhe whole fabric of Fultz’s claims, 
the whole basis of the charges on 
which he is now trying to start a re- 
volt against organized baseball falls 
with a crash when one considers the 
actual evidence in the case.”
